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U.S. Marines 
Take Hill 
From Reds 


South Vietnamese 
To Take Bigger 
Share of Action 


SAIGON (AP)—U.S. Marines 
seized a hill northwest of Khe 
Sanh from its North Vietnamese 
defenders in an Easter Day bat­ 
tle. An American sou rce said 
Sou th Vietnamese troops soon 
will take on a bigger share of 
the fighting along the northern 
frontier. 
The battle for Hill 881 north, 
fiv e miles from the Khe Sanh 
combat base, was one of sev eral 
sharp fights ov er Easter. AP 
correspondent John Lengel re­ 
ported from Marine headqu ar­ 
ters at Da Nang that 108 North 
Vietnamese were killed on 881 
North—most of them by artil­ 
lery and air strikes that preced­ 
ed the Marine assau lt. 
Six Marines were reported 
killed and 12 wou nded. 
Troops of the 26th Marine 
Regiment 
stormed 
u p 
t h e 
slopes. Sporadic shooting contin­ 
u ed after the hill was declared 
secu re early in the afternoon. 
, 
The hill was the scene of hard 
fighting in the spring of 1967, 
and the North Vietnamese hu ng 
on to it after the seige of Khe 
Sanh was lifted this month. 
The 26th Marine Regiment 
had been in Khe Sanh du ring 
the 77 day siege. After theeneir- 
clement was broken the regi­ 
ment mov ed ou t to sweep the 
su rrou nding area. 
The U.S. Command is prepar­ 
ing to replace American troops 
along the 
demilitarized 
zone 
with Sou th Vietnamese forces 
an American sou rce said today . 
It was considered possible that 
Sou th Vietnamese troops will 
take ov er defense of the Marine 
ou tpost of Con Thien and of Khe 
Sanh, now defended by a battal­ 
ion of air cav alry men. 
It was reliably learned that 
the mov e will be carried ou t as 
soon as the Sou th Vietnamese 
1st Div ision has completed refit­ 
ting and retraining. The div ision 
su ffered heav y casu alties du r­ 
ing the enemy ’s lu nar new y ear 
offensiv e.

This is u nu su al wording for a 
Cosmos annou ncement, which 
u su ally speaks only of “space 
ex ploration.” 


Search for Kings Slayer 
Widens; FBI Keeps Silent 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. 
(AP) — 
FBI agents from Virginia to 
Florida were making an inten­ 
siv e hu nt today for the my stery 
man whose abandoned white 
Mu stang fits descriptions of a 
car seen leav ing the scene of 
the Martin Lu ther King Jr. as­ 
sassination. 
The object of the widening 
search was Eric Starv o Galt, 37, 
known only as an u nemploy ed 
seaman from Birmingham, Ala. 
A car registered in that name 
was seized by the FBI in Atlan­ 
ta last Friday , eight day s after 
King was shot to death in Mem­ 
phis. 
The FBI refu sed to acknowl­ 
edge the hu nt or to say why 
Galt was wanted. “No com­ 


ment,” was the rou tine reply . 
Bu t Associated Press checks 
disclosed that FBI agents had 
contacted persons named Galt 
in sev eral states inclu ding Vir­ 
ginia, Alabama and Florida. 
An FBI alert for Galt was 
sent ov er the Florida police 
commu nications 
network 
last 
Friday , 
bu t 
withdrawn 
fou r 
hou rs later. 
FBI agents hav e continu ed to 
inqu ire abou t Galt at nu merou s 
places inclu ding dry cleaners 
and serv ice stations in Birming­ 
ham, where a man named Eric 
Starv o Galt rented a room at a 
Sou thside boarding hou se within 
the past eight months. 
Meanwhile, in 
Jacksonv ille, 
Fla., a man picked u p for qu es­ 


tioning abou t the assassination 
was cleared, police said. 
Agents hav e ex hibited com­ 
posite drawings of a man’s face, 
bu t no photographs, according 
lo persons contacted in Bir­ 
mingham.

death shot from a dingy second 
floor bathroom in a ru ndown 
rooming hou se. King, leader of 
nonv iolent civ il rights forces, 
was stru ck in the neck as he 
stood on a second floor motel 
balcony facing the rear of the 
rooming hou se.

slopes. Sporadic shooting contin­ 
ued after the hill was declared 
secure early in the afternoon.

The hill was the scene of hard 
fighting in the spring of 1967, 
and the North Vietnamese hung 
on to it after the seige of Khe 
Sanh was lifted this month. 
The 26th 
Marine 
Regiment 
had been in Khe Sanh during 
the 77 day siege. After theeneir- 
clem ent was broken the regi­ 
m ent moved out to sweep the 
surrounding area. 
The U.S. Command is prepar­ 
ing to replace American troops 
along the 
demilitarized 
zone 
with South Vietnamese forces 
an Am erican source said today. 
It was considered possible that 
South Vietnamese troops will 
take over defense of the Marine 
outpost of Con Thien and of Khe 
Sanh, now defended by a battal­ 
ion of air cavalrym en.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mid­ 
night tonight is the deadline for 
filing 1967 income tax returns 
and the government estim ates 
18 million Americans waited un­ 
til tile past weekend to do it. 
To m eet the legal deadline, 
returns m ust be postm arked by 
midnight but the rules have 
been stretched for persons af­ 
fected by last week’s racial vio­ 
lence, including police, firem en 
and National G uardsm en called 
to duty.

The rem aining cases 
deal with looting, arson, and 
other more ferious charges. 
Chicago arrest figures exceed 
2,800, with an estim ated 500 per­ 
sons remaining in jail. 
Bonds for 207 persons arrest­ 
ed in looting and arson cases 
were reduced Sunday in a spe­ 
cial E aster session of circuit 
court.

Jam :

search centers throughout the 
world now turn out 60 million 
pages of technical information 
yearly. A fast-reading scientist 
would have to read eight hours 
a day until the year 3363 just to 
wade through 1968’s outpouring 
of facts. 
Man Against Himself: Suicide 
is now the fourth leading cause 
of death among boys of college 
age, and the 10th leading cause 
among Americans of all groups. 
At least 20,000 kill themselves 
each year, and for everyone 
who succeeds about eight to 12 
try and fail. 
Irony: Although the United 
States produces enough food to 
feed millions around the globe, 
nutrition experts estimate that 
20 per cent of our own people, 
either through ignorance or pov­ 
erty, live on deficient diets.

interest. 
Four 
American Presidents — Lincoln, 
Garfield, McKinley, and John F. 
Kenndey

thirty, more than two thousand 
had been injured, and eighty 
big cities bad been torn by

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Acade­ 
my aftermath— 
There is this about Oscar: He 
can spring surprises. That and 
the aura of a 40-year tradition 
continue to make the Motion 
Picture Academy Awards the 
most 
exciting—though

times exasperating—of all the 
awards. 
Last week’s ceremonies pro­ 
vided much to remember. Most 
of the awards were predictable, 
except for best picture and best 
actress. Nearly all the seers had 
named 
“The 
Graduate” 
or 
“ Bonnie and Clyde” as the like­ 
ly winners. With the benefit of 
Monday morning quarterback­ 
ing, it is easy to see why the 
academy voters chose “ In the 
Heat of the Night.” 
First, you must understand 
the nature of the electorate. 
Hollywood is now a 
mature 
community, and the academy 
reflects that. As one loser mut­ 
tered after the awards: “The 
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Academy is the geriatric set. 
Sixty per cent are over 50, and 
of that 60 per cent, 25 per cent 
are retired or otherwise not 
working. 
So it is easy to see why the 
voters passed up the two some­ 
what avant-garde films for a 
traditional movie, “In the Heat 
of the Night.” 
Likewise it is understandable 
why the voters in an outpouring 
of sentiment chose Katharine 
Hepburn as best actress for 
“Guess Who’s Coming to Din­ 
ner.” There could be no other 
reason for the award. Miss Hep­ 
burn is unquestionably one of 
the towering figures of screen 
history. But in her award per­ 
formance she did little but lend 
tearful support to Spencer Tra­ 
cy, who had much the better 
role. 
As in other recent years, the 
attire and hair styles of the par­ 
ticipants provided much ground 
for controversy. There were few 
miniskirts, but the maxiskirts, 
Polly anna dresses, ruffles, etc., 
were profuse and astonishing. 
Angie Dickinson's cut-out gown 
was an eye-popper, as was Dia- 
hann Carroll’s decolletage.

majority, he must, if he is a 
democrat, go along with the 
majonty decision until be can 
change it. 
It 
seems, 
however, 
that 
democracy, with a small “d„” 
is what no minority believes :n 
any more. The cement could be 
going out of our society.

Perhaps all of us can learn 
that there is no 
stigma

shame in having an emotional 
problem any more than there 
is such shame in having a 
broken leg or pneumonia. The

medicine is to incorporate into 
every treatm ent of the patient 
a 
total 
awareness 
of 
the 
p s y c h o l o g i c a l and social 
problems that confront us. This 
is 
the 
real 
basis 
for 
psycholomatic medicine. There 
is now a oneness to the com­ 
plicated human machine that is 
a close 
merger 
of 
all 
the 
remarkable elements of both the 
body and mind. It is no longer 
possible to make an artificial 
s e p a r a t i o n 
between 
the 
emotional 
and 
the 
physical 
problems 
that arise within a 
single individual and within the 
complex structure of the family. 
In 
this 
harried 
world 
of 
anxiety, 
parents 
may 
oc­ 
casionally lose proper direction 
in their attitudes toward their 
children. The adolescent in his 
rebellious phase of development 
hardly can match his physical 
growth 
with 
his 
emotional 
immaturity. 
A single life saved is truly 
a testimonial to modern day 
advances. 
It was with particular distress 
that I read a harrowing story 
of a life that was lost by con­ 
fused and misguided judgment 
of parents who were too vain 
to seek the professional opinion 
of someone who might have 
saved that valuable life. 
A 
young 
girl 
was 
being 
punished by her parents for 
having 
been 
out 
all 
night. 
Certainly 
they 
deserved 
the 
right of an explanation but their 
rightful concern was so over­ 
whelming that they chose a 
weapon of punishment based on 
their own emotional upheaval. 
T h e y 
insisted 
that 
their 
daughter, aged 18, take her dog, 
her prized possession, into the 
fields, dig a grave, shoot it and 
bury it. 
Here were three people in­ 
volved in a volcano of unex­ 
pressed and confused patterns 
of thinking. The end result was 
a ghastly moment when this 
young conflicted girl turned the 
gun on herself and killed her­ 
self. 
The story is a shocking or. 5, 
the waste of a life because of 
the 
inability 
to 
»««k 
the 
guidance 
that 
might 
have 
spared her. 
I 
am 
certain that if the 


background 
of 
these 
three 
people were studied there would 
be evidence of emotional con­ 
flict between them that should 
have been investigated many 
years before this tragedy took 
place. 
Multiply the conflicts that go 
on in a growing youngster and 
in 
his 
relationship 
with 
his 
parents and it becomes im­ 
mediately visible that there is 
frequently 
a 
need to 
reveal 
these problems to the doctor, 
to a psychologist or to the 
religious advisor. 
Emotional symptoms cry out 
for recognition, as do pains in 
any portion of the body. Parents 
must, with sympathy and un­ 
derstanding, R e c o g n i z e the 
subtle evidences of emotional 
trouble before, long before, they 
erupt in an avoidable calamity.

1966. 


NEW YORK (AP) — During 
the next few weeks the bullish 
sentiment that has propelled 
stock m arket volume and prices 
is going to be reassessed. As 
misty 
emotion 
fades, 
some 
rocks might be revealed to chal­ 
lenge the advance. 
This is not to say that the 
bulls will stumble on the rocky 
course. But the market is going 
to determine if all the activity 
of recent weeks comes from 
conviction or simply from the 
need of long idle bulls for exer­ 
cise. 
There is, for example, a pow­ 
erful urgency for mutual funds 
to perform. They don’t make 
money by standing idle, and yet 
they had been idle a good part 
of the year. At the end of Febru­ 
ary some $3.4 billion of their 
$41.5 billion of assets was in 
cash—just waiting for a reason 
to be reinvested. 
Was it conviction about the 
chances of peace or was it the 
need to perform that sent them 
into the market? 
The 
current 
optimism 
is 
based, siundly or unsoundly, on 
prospects for peace following 
President Johnson’s proposal to 
talk with North Vietnam and 
that nation’s apparent willing­ 
ness to consider his proposal. 
Peace would eventually mean 
less 
government 
spending, 
which would mean a 
better 
chance for the nation to pay its 
bills. It would lessen the threat 
of more inflation and of busi­ 
ness controls. It would put peo­ 
ple in a buying mood. 
As events are demonstrating, 
however, peace is a long way 
off. And, though real peace 
would be bullish, what about a 
mere slowdown in military ac­ 
tivity that still would require 
big expenditures? Wouldn’t this 
still leave the economy tied to a 
millstone? 
It must be remembered also 
that the United States has more 
or less assured its foreign cous­ 
ins that it will cut down on 
over-rapid expansion 
of 
the 
economy by reducing the money 
supply and raising taxes. 
In other words, much of the 
emphasis during the rest of the 
year will be on taking inflation 
out of the economy rather than 
on expanding the economy. Poli­ 
cy now calls for deflation. 
Another potential shoal is the 
ever present threat of tight 
money, which the stock market 
abhors. Although credit eased in 
the past week, it did so only be­ 
cause of holidays. Over the 
longer term, credit is being res­ 
trained. 


Reserve Board member, com­ 
mented recently that the full ex­ 
tent of money and credit re­ 
straint has not been realized ful­ 
ly. This restraint, he indicated, 
will be left in months to come. 
Some indication of tight mon­ 
ey is the large ‘withdrawals 
from savings and loan associa­ 
tions during the first week of 
April. In more than a few cases 
the outflow was bigger than had 
been foreseen. 
The eventual effect of money 
withdrawals is to restrict the 
amount of funds available for 
home mortgages. This would be 
bearish (and so it is ironic that 
some of the withdrawals ended 
up 
as 
stock market 
invest­ 
ments. 
Most associations, 
however, 
are in fair shape now and will 
not be hurt immediately. But a 
continuation of an outflow be­ 


yond this month would have in­ 
evitable bearish consequences. 
The 
biggest uncertainty 
for 
the market, however, is not eco­ 
nomic so much as diplomatic. 
The coming 
events 
between 
Washington and 
Hanoi could 
whipsaw prices or drop them 
into the doldrums. Something of 
this sort happened 17 years ago. 
After Korean War peace talks 
began in July 1951 the stock 
market jumped IO per cent in 
two months. But in the next two 
months, as talks dragged, it lost 
all but 3 per cent of the gain. 
From then until the war end­ 
ed in July 1953 the market see­ 
sawed. 
Nearly 
every 
spurt 
based on peace hopes was fol­ 
lowed by a depression of almost 
equal size. The entire gain in 
the two years of talks was only 
7 per cent. 
It could happen again.

The y oung v eterinarian just ar­ 
rived from Kansas tilled back 
his chair and considered his p a­ 
tients—a p latoon of dogs, a few 
monkey s, a coup le of cats and 
one truculent bear. 
It 
was. grinned 
24-y ear-old 
Hoy Braum, hardly what he had 
ex p ected when 
he graduated 
from Kansas State University ’s 
v eterinary 
school and 
headed 
for Vietnam as an Army cap ­ 
tain. 
Bareiy a month in Vietnam, 
the lanky farmboy from Deni­ 
son rubbed hi.s new red mus­ 
tache and admitted his tex tbook 
education had been weak in such 
things as 
the treatment 
of 
bears. 
He allowed, however, that it 
added ex citement to his ordi­ 
nary chores—the ex amination of 
meat and vegetables to make 
.sure they are p ure enough for 
GI stomachs, and the health of 
30 sentry dogs. 
Since the Army did away with 
the horse cavalry , veterinarians 
have largely been u.sed to ex am­ 
ine fresh foodstuffs. 
The influx of combat dogs in 
recent y ears, however, has giv­ 
en them a new official task. And 
the American soldiers’ p enchant 
for p icking up stray mascots 
will alway s make life interest­ 
ing. 
Sooner or later Braum will

As you can 
see, we have had our difficul 
ties, but life goes on, We have 
managed. 
We do not wish to continue 
the war, but we can carry on for 
many 
years, 
if 
necessary. 
Peace is what we want, but first 
the bombing must stop.” 
Mr. Tung and other leaders in 
Hanoi are understandably ob 
sessed with the bombing of their 
territory. Aside from the natur 
al reaction to the loss of lives 
and property, they consider the 
bombing a unilateral act of 
aggression by the United States. 
To yield on the point, in thetr 
view, is to negotiate a surrender 
and not a peace. 
Every visitor here is im­ 
pressed that these people mean 
what they say.. .That no step 
toward a negotiated settlement 
is possible until the aerial bom­ 
bardment of North Vietnam is 
ended. 
Thus, the Johnson proclama­ 
tion of restricting the bombing 
could be described as a large 
gesture but it was still an in­ 
complete one, in the view of the 
North Viets. 
We had a sure indication that* 
the government was beginning 
to believe that Lyndon Johnson 
meant what he said when day­ 
light travel around the prov­ 
inces of the north was approved.

morning, the available distilla­ 
tion of news from Washington, 
received by fellow guests at the 
hotel, by way of shortwave ra­ 
dio, was that President Johnson 
had announced a severe restric­ 
tion of the bombing policy. The 
happy initial assumption here 
was a simple one: Hanoi wasn’t 
going to be bombed any more.

Vietnam by surprise. The minis­ 
ters met rn protracted session

and 
skepticism, 
which finally yielded to guarded 
optimism in recognition of the 
monumental fact that LBJ had 
stamped his new bombing poli­ 
cy with his own withdrawal 
from the presidential race. 
The 
Johnson 
announcement 
reached here Monday, April I, 
and not until Wednesday after­ 
noon did the government of 
North Vietnam make a response 
—and with it released the news 
to their own people that there 
was now a chance that the unu­ 
sual silence in the skies might 
continue. 
The top ministers of the gov 
eminent again convened in long 
sessions to figure out how to ar­ 
range the meeting President 
Johnson proposed. It is not as 
simple as it may seem to bring 
together two hostile parties, 
each deeply suspicious of the 
other.

agreed on the sense and lan­ 
guage of a message by Friday 
afternoon.

Find 2 Teens 
In Hocking 
State Park 


LOGAN, Ohio (AP)—Two teen­ 
agers 
missing 
overnight 
in 
Hocking State Park were found 
this morning hovering on a 
ledge, the sheriff’s department 
reported. 
Deputies said the pair, Pa­ 
mela Wallace, 17, and Charles 
Ankrum, 17, both of Newark, 
were wet, hungry and cold, but 
apparently unharmed, otherwise. 
The teen-agers told their res­ 
cuers that they had taken shel­ 
ter from the rain Sunday after­ 
noon and then became lost after 
dark. They said they decided to 
stay put until daylight. 
Parents of the youths reported 
them missing about 7 p.m. Sun­ 
day after they failed to return 
from a sightseeing trip to the 
park. 
The sheriff’s office organized 
a search party which combed 
the park area throughout the 
night. About 2 a.m. searchers 
fround the teen-agers’ car park­ 
ed near Old Man’s Cave and it 
was thought the pair might have 
become lost in the cave. 


After extended conversations 
with those politicians who might 
be described as the appropriate 
parties in Hanoi, this reporter 
has concluded that the North 
Vietnamese are willing to dis­ 
cuss anything with the United 
States. , .almost. 
And after these many conver­ 
sations, the reporter came away 
convinced that these people are 
not going to enter into any seri­ 
ous talks of peace until they see 
the end of the bombing of their 
country. 
Hoang Tung, who is editor of 
the official newspaper here, and 
the spokesman for Ho Chi Minh, 
founder and president of the 
country, said: 
“We want peace. 
But the 
bombing must stop. As you can 
see, we have had our difficul­ 
ties, but life goes on, We have 
managed. 
“We do not wish to continue 
the war, but we can carry on for 
many 
years, 
if 
necessary. 
Peace is what we want, but first 
the bombing must stop.” 
Mr. Tung and other leaders in 
Hanoi are understandably ob­ 
sessed with the bombing of their 
territory. Aside from the natur­ 
al reaction to the loss of lives 
and property, they consider the 
bombing a unilateral act of 
aggression by the United States 
To yield on the point, in their 
view, is to negotiate a surrender 
and not a peace. 
Every visitor here is im­ 
pressed that these people mean 
what they say .. .That no step 
toward a negotiated settlement 
is possible until the aerial bom 
bardment of North Vietnam is 
ended. 
Thus, the Johnson proclama­ 
tion of restricting the bombing 
could be described as a large 
gesture but it was still an in­ 
complete one, in the view of the 
North Viets. 
We had a sure indication that/ 
the government was beginning 
to believe that Lyndon Johnson 
meant what he said when day­ 
light travel around the prov­ 
inces of the north was approved. 
Before, day travel was limited 
to only the most essential trans­ 
portation. Otherwise you were 
permitted only 
to travel at 
night. 
Now the roads were open to 
us by day. 
When it was finally realized 
that the massive bombing of the 
North actually had ended, there 
were all sorts of talk and gossip 
about peace. Diplomats from 
the various missions here trad­ 
ed rumors and hopes. The North 
Viets on the sidewalk asked 
what it til meant. The foreign 
peace activists, sometimes iden­ 


tified as “ peaceniks” , smiled 
and expressed the hope that a 
new day had arrived. 
The bombers come and come 
and come. But mostly they de­ 
stroy bridges and insert large 
holes in the highways and knock 
out, temporarily, the small elec­ 
tric power stations all over the 
countryside. There are no large 
industrial targets, such as those 
Germany during World War 
II. 
North Vietnam acquires its 
heavy war goods from other 
countries and manages to pump 
it through to the south. Soldiers 
move at night, in relatively 
small numbers, using not only 
the darkness but also the jun­ 
gles to hide them. These fac­ 
tors, plus the intense national­ 
ism here, explain the ability of 
these people to survive the 
bombing from the air, the naval 
bombardments and the heavy 
and precise artillery barrages 
across the demilitarized zone 
down south. 
Indeed, there is a kind of 
bragging 
confidence 
among 
many of the persons you meet 
here that their country can 
withstand anything tile United 
States could do and that their 
country is sronger now than 
when the air war started. 
So now comes the Johnson 
gesture, and now, official con­ 
tact has been made and the 
messages are shuttling through 
diplomatic 
channels 
between 


Hanoi and Washington. But a 
visitor here is struck by the 
combination of hope and deter­ 
mination. It is perhaps a warn­ 
ing against any easy negotia- 
tinos in this war. This mixture 
was, perhaps, best described by 
a minister of the government 
who said: 
“We are prepared to talk of 
peace. But we are not prepared 
to talk surrender.

U. S. Involvement in Vietnam Goes Back 25 Years

Mo st o f the half millio n U.S. 
servicemen in Vietnam to day 
were no t y et bo m when the cur­ 
tain ro se o n the drama o f Amer­ 
ican invo lvement there. 
If U.S.-No rth Vietnamese co n­ 
tacts bring nego tiatio ns leading 
to peace, it will be the first 
peace Vietnam has kno wn in a 
quarter century . In that time 
U.S. 
invo lvement 
pro gressed 
fro m tenuo us American linkj 
with Vietnam to a U.S. co mmit­ 
ment o f a mighty army and the 
deaths o f 22,000 Americans. 
The American entanglement 
is a co mplex sto ry which can be 
dated to Wo rld War II when a 
wispy revo lutio nary named Ho 
Chi Minh—bo rn Nguy en Ai Quo c 
» -was in China fo rming his Viet 
Nam Do c Lap Do ng Minh Ho i, 
6’r League fo r Independence o f 
Vietnam, called Viet Minh fo r 
sho rt. 
- Vietnam, made up o f To nkin, 
Annam and Co chin China, was 
}>art o f the French co lo ny o f In­ 
do china also embracing Lao s 
-and Cambo dia. Overrun by the 
^Japanese, it was then adminis­ 
tered by the Vichy go vernment 
X>( o ccupied France. 
I Americans 
in the wartime 
DSS—Office o f Strategic Serv­ 
ices—helped train Ho and his 
guerrillas and sent them acro ss 
into To nkin fro m China to har- 
;ass the Japanese, alo ng with a 
handful o f American advisers 
■o n jungle war. If the Americans 
Jwere aware o f Ho ’s backgro und 
-as a co fo under o f the Chinese 
¿Co mmunist party and a Co m- 
2nunist Internatio nal agent, they 
pro bably 
felt 
his 
usefulness 
against the Japanese wo uld o ut- 
weigh his past. 
* The wheel o f histo ry turned 
slo wly . With Wo rld War II end­ 
ed, the West fo rgo t declared 
pro mises o f self-determinatio n. 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle, in po w­ 
der in newly liberated France, 
quickly sent tro o ps to Indo china 
;to reassert the French co lo nial 
claim. At Po tsdam the United 
States, Russia and Britain de­ 
cided the British wo uld o ccupy 
So uth Vietnam and the Natio n- 
; alist Chinese o f Chiang Kai-shek 
the No rth, to disarm the Japa­ 
nese. 
The first returning French 
men saw slo gans every where in 
Vietnam reminding the West o f 
its pro mises o f independence fo r 
co lo nial co untries. Ho Chi Minh 
had been entrenching himself in 
the No rth, but in the So uth the 
French installed Bao Dai, a 
pliant empero r, at the head o f a 
suppo sedly 
auto no mo us 
Viet 
Ram. In the So uth, also , the 
British 
sy stematically 
turned 
ever autho rity to the returning 
French, 
enraging 
Vietnamese 
Intellectuals. 
In September 1945 Ho issued a 
declaratio n 
o f 
independence 
gao deled o n the American decla­ 
ratio n o f 1776. He began bar­ 
gaining with the French fo r in­ 
dependence and France pro m­ 
ised it. Ho ex pressed himself as 
willing to accept the status o f 
free state in an Indo chinese fed­ 
eratio n within the French Un­ 
io n. Ho and his chief military 
aid, Vo Nguy en Giap, even wel­ 
co med a French ex peditio nary 
fo rce and jo ined them in a liber­ 
atio n parade. 
But Ho also began to feel tha t 
the French were reneging o n 
their pro mises. Fro m Viet Minh 
headquarters, Gen. Giap issued 
a call fo r an uprising. War be­ 
gan in earnest at the end o f 
1946. 
There was no ex trao rdinary 
alarm abo ut this in the United 
$tates until after the Co mmu 
nists 
seized 
China 
in 
1949.

$25 millio n fo r 1950-51. 
Then came the Ko rean War, 
bringing rising alarm to Ameri­ 
cans o ver Co mmunist aims in 
Asia. American aid was stepped 
up in Vietnam. By 1954, under 
President Dwight D. Eisenho w­ 
er, the United States had invest 
ed $2.6 billio n. And Co mmunist 
China 
was 
shipping military 
supplies acro ss the bo rder to the 
Viet Minh in To nkin. 
The end o f the Ko rean War 
bro ught an internatio nal co nfer­ 
ence in Geneva in 1954 to deal 
with lefto ver po litical pro blems. 
On Ko rea it go t no where, and it 
turned to the questio n o f Indo ­ 
china. While the deliberatio ns 
went o n, Giap delivered his 
co up de grace to the French at 
Dien Bien Phu.

A fi 
nal declaratio n spo ke o f all-Viet­ 
nam electio ns in 1956, but nei 
ther the Americans no r So uth 
Vietnamese signed it and it 
lacked treaty fo rce. Empero r 
Bao Dai called Ngo Dinh Diem 
to be his premier, and Diem, a 
member o f a mandarin family 
and the Ro man Catho lic mino ri­ 
ty , so o n reduced the empero r to 
the status o f figurehead.

amounts of equipment in their 
m ajor effort: if, as advertised, 
they expected a popular upris­ 
ing to follow the attacks, the of­ 
fensive failed in that respect. 


On M arch IO, U.S. and allied 
troops began a counter offensive 
dubbed Resolved to Win, con­ 
centrating in areas around Sai­ 
gon.

W estmoreland,

Arm y chief of staff. L ater Gen. 
Creighton W. Abram s, his depu­ 
ty, was nam ed to succeed West­ 
m oreland. 
On M arch 31, President John­ 
son dram atically announced a 
partial halt in the bombing of 
North Vietnam, coupling this 
with his renunciation of re-elec­ 
tion. The bombing curtailm ent 
was the 10th m ajor once since

On 
th<3 sam e day, U.S. forces began 
Operation Pegasus which soon 
lifted the siege at Khe Sanh, 
whence, for what seemed m ys­ 
terious reasons, besieging North 
Vietnamese forces had evapo­ 
rated. 
While Washington and Hanoi 
bargained over a possible m eet­ 
ing place for the first contact, 
allied forces in South Vietnam 
began what was advertised as 


their

yet, 
called Operation Complete Vic­ 
tory. It was aimed at clearing 
l l provinces of enemy forces in 
the areas surrounding Saigon. 
By early April, U.S. casualties 
for the period since 1961 stood at 
21,054 killed and 132,058 wound­ 
ed. This was 16,000 m ore casual­ 
ties than the United States sus­ 
tained in all of the Korean War. 
Between 1954 and 1968, the 
cost of U.S. involvement in Viet­ 
nam rose from a rate of $1 bil­ 
lion annually to a rate of $30 bil­ 
lion or more a year.

Colgate Sit-In

massive five-day sit-in demon­ 
stration at Colgate University is 
over, but school officials still 
grappled today with “ the broad 
questions raised” by the assault 
on discrimination by fraterni­ 
ties.

Negro student leader, asserted 
Sunday night. 
With that, an estimated 600 
Colgate students
